AN IMPORTANT LABOR DECISION. 


Union*, Though Not Incorporated, Held 


Responsible for Strikes. 


The decision In the Tnff Vale case, in 


England, is of great Importance, not 
only to trades unions, but to employers 
of labor, and to communities affected, 
•or likely to be affected, by strikes or 
lockouts. The union In this case under- 
took to intimidate the nonunion em- 
ployes of the Taft Vale Railway com- 
pany, who worked for the road con- 
trary to strike orders. The union sent 
circulars to the men In which they 
were Informed that such action made 
them "blacklegs," a word equivalent to 
the word "scabs" applied to nonunion 
workers In this country. 
Jt was held 


that the use of the word in a union 
.circular was terrorizing. The judge who 
presided at the trial gave the jury his 
own opinion of the evidence, announc- 
ing that it must be taken as authorita- 
tive, but the Jury 
agreed with him. 


They found that the three defendants, 
officers of the union, conspired together 
to molest and injure the plaintiffs; that 
they unlawfully 
persuaded 
men 
to 


break their contracts, 
and that they 


authorized and assisted In carrying out 
the strike by unlawful means. The most 
Interesting feature of this decision is 
that the officers of a voluntary society 
were held responsible for the >.onse- 
quences of Illegal acts committed under 
the society's orders. 
A like interpre- 


tation of the law by the state of Penn- 
sylvania would make Mr. John Mitchell 
and the other officers of the United 
Mine Workers responsible for the acts 
of violence committed by the strikers 
against non-union men.

and treasury departments, for Secre- 
tary Wilson and Secretary Shaw are 
working together to carry their pro- 
scription into effect. 
Hence every 


customs official has received notice to 
Instantly kill the mongoose on Its ar- 
rival and arrest the person who at- 
tempts to smuggle it into our sacred 
precincts. 


Says Dr. T. S. Palmer of the United 


States biological survey: 
"Should; 


the mongoose ever obtain a foothold 
In this country it would work the 
greatest calamity upon the farming 
Industry." 


Tlie mongoose Is a native of In- 


dia, uhere It Is held in high esteem 
:is an unsurpassed duvourer of rats; 
:ind vshcre to cxeicibc Us full useful- 
ness us a sort of animated rat trap 
t is domesticated in tens of thou.s- 
iintls of Hindoo homes. 
Besides, al- 


though a creature of 
insignificant 


size, It does not hesitate to attack 
large and venemous reptiles, emerg- 
ing from its battles a victor. 


Not so many years ago the mon- 


goose was impoiU'd into the Island of 
Jamaica by agriculturalists, with a 
v i e w to the extermination 
of 
the 


sug;ir cine rats. 
Now the mongoose 


multiplies as rapidly as the rabbit. 
I'.efoi'o many months the Island con- 
tained thousands of them. 
The rat 


tilbe was practically \\iped out, but, 
notwithstanding, the crops were rav- 
aged. 
Similar conditions 
obtained 


In Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, where tho mongoose had also 
been used an an experiment. 


"Uncle Sam sent scientists to in- 


vestigate. 
They soon discovered that 


the mongoose, deprived by his own In- 
defatigable Industry of his 
normal 


diet of rats, had turned his avid at- 
tnitlon to the birds which live on 
crop-destroying insects and had prac- 
tically exterminated them. 
The re- 


sult was that tlie duvsibtation to crops 
caused by the insects in m.'iny sec- 
tions of those islands where no birds 
survived has been almost complete. 


In our new possessions the mon-

an English court has held an unlcor- 
porated union liable for interference 
with the rights of non-union men, and 
has declared that the Injured employes 
as well as the persecuted 
non-union 


men may recover damages. Perhaps, in 
view of this the unions will seek the ad- 
vantages of Incorporation and secure the 
right to sue collectively now that their 
officers may be mulcted In damages. At 
any rate, the law which holds to their 
responsibility the officers of combina- 
tions having the welfare and comforts 
of the community at their mercy may 
be justified in the eyes of reasonable 
persons.—Harper's Weekly.

How the American P«opJf '!§ Regard- 


ed by an Obeervant ^Visitor. 


Herr Goldberger 
of Berlin, royal 


privy councilor of commerce, Is among 
the many European students of Ameri- 
can methods who have put sued a sort 
of university extension course In the 
United States during the past year. 
When this observant Gorman was In 
San Ifranclsco Irving Scott 
showed 


him the Union Iron Works. 
He re- 


cords the fact thai scarcely one of the 
hundreds of workmen whom they en- 
countered doffed his hat to Mr. Scott, 
although they all knew him and recog- 
nized him as their employer, and al- 
though he Is an ornament to the metal- 
lurgical industiy. Mr. Goldberger Hut 
ly concludes that "respect for author- 
ity" is not "excessive" in America. But 
there are different fashions of showing 
respect to one's superiors. Tin; Ger- 
man fashion is, naturally, 
distinc-tly 


military, for every able-bodied man has 
had a military training in the most 
rigid observance of military etiquette. 
It will not do for Het-r Golilbeiger to 
assume that Mr. Scott's employes do 
not thoroughly respect him and his au- 
thority, because Ihey do not pause in 
their woik and touch their hats when 
he passes through the chops. 
They 


showed good workmanship, at least, 
and that is a very practical way of 
testifying respect for their employer, 
in the job they did on the battleship 
Oregon. 


It 
IH Interesting to note the fact 


that while Mr. Goldberger was impress- 
ed by the surly independence and what 
seemed to him the "lack of respect for 
authority" in American worklngmen, 
Alfred Mosely's delegation of British 
workmen did not notice this trait, but 
were greatly impressed by the much 
closer relations and bettor understand- 
ing between American employers and 
their employes than exist between Brit- 
ish firms and their men. 


Our German visitor thinks our com- 


mercial and industrial prosperity solid, 
not hollpw. "In the past year,'" he says, 
meaning 1901, "the assassination 
of 


President McKinley, a failure of the 
corn crop, a serious disturbance of the 
copper market, the notorious Northern 
Pacific corner, carrying with it disas- 
ter to traders and the general public, 
then lasting strikes of workingmen in 
the principal fields of industry and 
transportation—all these are certainly 
elements which would have been apt 
to destroy 
trade both in large and 


small ways, and to have bred evil after- 
effects were it not that the foundations 
of the body industrial were strong and 
solid." 


To the Strong, unshaken pride and 


confidence in the resources of 
his 


country and the resourcefulness of his 
fellow countrymen Mr. Goldberger at- 
(tributes the American's cheerful readi- 


I 


ness to welcome foreign observers and 
even trade rivals. 
The native wants 


them to see how big and strong his 
country Is, "and 
so everywhere they 


find open doors and nowhere the slight- 
est disposition to secretiveness." As 
the world competitions 
grow keener 


and the control of great neutral mar- 
kets comes to turn on fractions of a 
cent In cost of production, it may be 
that 
our 
manufacturers, 
especially 


those seeking foreign trade, will be 
more disposed to imitate the more 
thrifty reserve of the managers of In- 
dustrial plants in Europe. The writer 
whose impressions we have been noting 
concludes his series of papers on the 
subject in Die Woche of Berlin, with 
the remark made to him by President 
Roosevelt last autumn, "The economic 
future belongs to the United States 
and Germany. 
The welfare of both 


countries lies in the maintenance of an 
informed and reciprocal regard between 
them." And that observation appears 
to summarize very fairly Mr. Goldbcr- 
ger's own conclusions on the subject.— 
Buffalo Commercial

SOCIAL DISTINCTIONS. 


James Bryce's Warning to the People 


of the United States. 


In the United States there was at 


flrgt little social inequality, and there 
were no great differences of wealth. 
An American statesman, writing 
in 


1788, remarked that, as the president 
and the senatois must all be American 
citizens, their private incomes 
could 


not possibly be a source of danger, 
so little did any of them dream of the 
appearance of millionaires. 
As 
re- 


spects manners, equality has no doubt 
maintained Itself. 
But as 
respects 


wealth, no other country now shows 
such portentious contrasts 
between 


poverty and wealth; not that poverty 
is so common as in Europe, but that 
vast accumulations of wealth are far 
more numerous in America than else- 
where in the world. 
The political 


arrangements of the United 
States 


have happily averted any danger of a 
general oppression of the poor by other 
classes. 
Kuoh expressions of enmity 


to the rich as are sometimes h^ard 
come not from native Americans, but 
from Immigrants who 
ha^e 
lately 


quitted Europe. 
No general 
antag- 


onism of one class to another seems 
Ikely to ari.se. Were !t threatened, the 
experience of Kurope would 
counsel 


the making of every effort to avert 
such a misfortune, whhh hns been one 
of the most fertile sources of discord 
and weakness wherever it has existed 
on that continent. 


The mention of &oelal 
inequalities 


suggests another, though a less Import- 
ant matter, in which America may 
avoid a mistake which nearly all Eur- 
opean nations have committed. I mean 
the establishment of artificial distinc- 
tions of rank conferred by the head of 
the state. 
These distinctions, whether 


they take the form of titles of nobility 
or of orders of knighthood, or of places 
In a so-called Legion of Honor, with 
crosses and stars and ribbons, and all 
such badges of 
prominence, 
have 


proved to be an almost unmixed evil.

The few instances in which, by re- 
warding rneiit that would 
otherwise 


have gone unrecognized, they express 
tho giatitilde of a people for great 
services rendered, and stimulate oth- 
ers to similar achievement, are greatly 
outnumbered by the instances in which 
they were not needed at all. Such 
distinctions 
arc most defensible, or 


rather least harmful, when awarded 
for services rendered to the state in 
military or naval or civil employment, 
yet they really are no needed, for tho 
best service is that which is given with 
no thought of such rewards. 
In poli- 


tics they are apt to degenerate into T 
form of bribery, for governments al- 
ways have used them and always will 
use as u means of rewarding or ob- 
taining service rendered, not to the 
nation, but to the party of 
person. 


When brought into the field of science 
or art, they are hardly less mis- 
chievous, though in a different way. 
Any American who shall examine the 
working of the systems under which 
these BO-caJUed titles or badges of hon- 


or are bestowed in the countries of 
Europe will have cause to rejoice that 
this practice is one which the federal 
constitution forbade, and which 
no 


American state has so far tried to in- 
troduce.—Success.

Quite different are the fishing meth- 


ods adopted by the herons. With heads 
drawn in between their shoulders, and 
often upon one leg, like statues they 
StanJ on the bank of a pond or stream, 
waiting for the flsh to come within 
striking distance of 
their spear-like 


bills. At other times they wade cau- 
tiously out into the water, lifting and 
placing their feet with 'extraordinary 
care, lest they alarm the fish they are 
approaching. When near enough the 
long neck shoots out, and it is sud- 
denly withdrawn, and behold, the suc- 
cessful heron has a. fish. If It is a small 
one, he gives it a shake, and swallows 
it head first; if a la.i-R-e one, he may 
have to pound it a little on> the bank, to 
make it it more willing to be swallow- 
ed quietly. He will then resume fish- 
ing as patiently as before, 


Different again is the method of the 


•white pelican, who catches his prey 
while swimming. A flock of pelicans 
will surround a school of email fish, 
and by beating the waiter with their 
long wings, drive their victims toward 
the shore. 
As they proceed each pel- 


ican is busy scooping up the flsh Into 
the big pouch, with which his lower 
mandible is provided. After a sufficient 


The speaker of the house of repre- 


sentatives receives a tsalary of $8,'000 
per year, with perquisites that amount 
to $2,500 more. 
In this country this 


sounds like a great big salary, but In 
comparison with the salaijy paid to the 
speaker of the house of commons of 
England, which holds practically 
the 


same relative position in that country 
as does the house of representatives 
here, the salary of our speaker is small. 


I will give, for the 
benefit of my 


readers, a short comparison of two 
above named bodies of law makers and 
will first state that my facts concern- 
Ing the house of commons were secur- 
ed in an interview with Michael Davitt, 
the noted Irish political leader who 
served as a member of the English 
commons from 1890 to 1899 and who 
resigned b,ecause he could not consci- 
entiously remain a member 
of that 


body while the Boer war was being 
waged. 
Mr. Davitt stated that the 


English commons has 700 members, 
but the house will accommodate about 
400 members and for this reason many 
members have to sit in chairs in the 
aisles or in the gallery. No member 
speaking before the English commons 
can turn his back on the chairman 
without being called to order and the 
speaker draws a salary of $50,000 per 
year or more than six times as much 
as does the speaker of the house of 
representatives. Besides 
this, 
the 


speaker draws a pension of $25,000 an- 
nually when he retires from that office 
and is given a peerage. 


Mr. Davitt has served nine and one- 


half years in English prisons for acts 
committed by him in trying to secure 
home rule for Ireland and he is recog- 
nized in England as authority in th 
English commons, when a member o 
that body, upon anything pertaining 
to prisons. 
In contrast with Mr. Da 


vltt, one might mention 
James But 


ler, the representative from St. Louis 
whose election was contested last yea 
and whose election of last November 
is to be again contested in the house 
this year and the principal argument 
now offered against Mr. Butler is that

lish-eating birds most of which are 
skillful enough to catch the disgorged 
plunder in midair. 


Gulls obtain their flsh by taking it 


neatly from the surface of the \vater; 
terns plunge into the sea, remaining 
out of sight for seveial seconds before 
arising with their prey. 


The skimmer has still another meth- 


od. He flies rapidly along close to the 
water, with his kuifelikc lower man- 
dible carried just beneath the surface, 
ready to catch up any prey which may 
cross his path. Gannets alternately fly 
and sail above the water, and secure 
their flsh by dropping from the air. 
Darters and cormorants dive from a 
low perch or from the surface, and 
pursue their flsh under water.

adapted for holding such slippery prey. 
Sheldrakes also capture their flsh by 
pursuing them under water, and hold 
them easily in their saw-edged bills.

hne instead of imprisonment of offl- 
cials, also for injunction to prevent 
discrimination. 


Elkins' bill is the result of a con- 


lerence among senators, most of them 
Doing members of the interstate com- 
merce committee. 
Its purpose is to 
separate interstate commerce and rail- 
roads from other trust legislation. The 
bill was referred to the committee on 
interstate commerce. 


The bill makes a violation of the 


provisions of the bill on the part of a 
common carrier a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a line of $1000 to $20,000 
tor each offense. 
It forbids giving or 
accepting rebates or discrimination in 
respect to transportation 
under 
the 


same penalties above named. In pro- 
ceedings under this act all persons in- 
terested with the railroad are to be 
included and are subject to the pro- 
visions of this act as are the common 
carirers.^ The 
interwtate 
commerce 


commission is authorized to begin suit 
whenever it Is satisfied a. common car- 
l''ef, ls violating any provisions of 
the-law, and it is made the duty of the 
court to immediately inquire into the 
allegations, enforce the observance of 
the published tariff or require a dis- 
continuance of the discrimination. It 
also Is made the duty of the district 
attorneys to institute and prosecute 
suits brought under this act. It vests 
In the courts power to compel attend- 
ance of witnesses and the production 
of books and papers bearing upon the 
matter brought before the court.
